Whereas, the magnitude of the burdomsome 
property tax problem will continue to in- 
crease unless a solution to the financial plight 
of municipalities is enacted, and 


Whereas, the state and federal governments 
have broader tax resources, and 


Whereas, it is critical that these broad base 
taxes be shared with local governments to 
relieve the property tax, and 


Whereas, municipalities should be free to 
exercise their discretion over the use of 
Shared revenues, and 


Whereas, the simplest, most effective and 
equitable way to solve the crisis in financing 
municipal services is through revenue sharing 
of federal and state tax resources; 


Now therefore be it resolved that the Free- 
dom Town Meeting, & Board of Selectmen 
urges the 105th Maine Legislature adopt a 
program of STATE-MUNICIPAL REVENUE 
SHARING and; 


Be it further resolved the Freedom Town 
Meeting and Board of Selectmen urges the 
Maine Congregressional Delegaton to sup- 
port passage and funding of revenue-sharing 
during the 92nd Congress.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 


Freedom in the Year 1970 


Public health nursing functions as part of the total 
public health program. It is directed toward the health 
of the community as a whole. It encourages promotion of 
health, prevention of illness and disbility, rehabilitation 
and improvement of social and physical environments. 
Your public health nurse, a member of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, attempted to achieve these goals 
by varied actvities. 

Forty-two visits were made to the home in the health 
interests of families. Eighteen conferences were held 
with physicians, school personnel, town officials and 
social workers in behalf of individual patients or health 
programs. Referrals were made to home health agencies 
and other available resources, as indicated. 

Child health conference services were available each 
month, at Unity. Twelve children not under the super- 
vision of a private physician took advantage of this 
service. Physical examinations and immunizations were 
given, aS needed, by Edmund Ervin, M.D. The nurse 
talked with the parent regarding the health, growth 
and development of the child and assisted in the manage- 
ment of health conditions, as necessary. 
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Your nurse gave consultation to school personne. 
regarding individual students in the schools which they 
attended. These services included physical examinations 
and tuberculin testing in selected grades, visual and audi. 
tory testing and immunizations, as needed. 

Appreciation is extended to the community for thei 
support of the health program.

Town of Freedom 
February 16, 1969 to January 31, 1970 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town Officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 1970. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances lapsed to sur- 
plus amounted to $6,314.19 per the following summary:

February 1 ,1970 to January 31, 1971 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town Officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 1971. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
comments, exhibits and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances lapsed to surplus 
amounted to $3,393.90, per the following summary: 


Departmental Balances

Overdrafts (4,050.91)

Unexpended balances in Excise Taxes ($4,265.65) 
and the overlay ($1,861.97) were the principal factors 
contributing to net balances credited to general fund 
surplus. 
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ASSETS......The general fund cash balance of $12,967.71 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Deposits in transit and 
outstanding checks were verified. 


Taxes receivable of $10,863.69 represented the un- 
collected balance of the 1970 commitment in the amount 
of $9,161.33 and a balance of $1,702.36 remaining un- 
collected on prior years commitments. 


Tax liens and Tax Acquired Property amounted to 
$660.30 and $1,033.56 at the year end. 


LIABILITIES........ The amount of $26.93 was due Trust 
Funds at year end. 


LEA) 2d BLOINS aga The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $27,164.27 at the year end, a decrease of 
$59.53 as compared with the preceding year. This de- 
crease was occasioned principally by transfers from sur- 
plus to departmental operations. 


Pio’ CE UNDS.. 2s Trust fund principals amounted to 
$900.00 while unexpended income totaled $373.98 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits 
and othr investments. 


RECOMMENDATION G............ Tax collectors are respon- 
sible for settlement in full for taxes committed to them. 
They are charged with the responsibility for taking 
whatever action is necessary to effect the collection of 
their commitments. Failure to do this may result in action 
against their bonds. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 
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It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1971, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

February 1, 1971 to January 31, 1972 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town Officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 
1972. 

The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations 
showed that net departmental balances lapsed to surplus 
amounted to $4,655.79, per the following summary:

Trust fund principals amounted 
to $900.00 while unexpended income totaled $398.11 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits 
and other investments. 


RECOMMENDATIONS ........... Tax collectors are re- 
sponsible for settlement in full for taxes committed to 
them. They are charged with the responsibility for taking 
whatever action is necessary to effect the collection of 
their commitments. Failure to do this may result in action 
against their bonds. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
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to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1972, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

COMMENTS 
February 1, 1972 to January 31, 1973 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town Officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 1973. 

The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 


Pe DA RAS poe The general fund cash balance of $16,977.65 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds of $4,337.00 were invested in a time deposit. 

Taxes receivable of $5,717.64 represented the un- 
collected balance of the 1972 commitment in the amount 
of $5,479.12 and a balance of $238.52 remaining uncol- 
lected on prior years’ commitments. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$1,450.00 and $1,161.96 at the year end. 
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LIABILITIES: AE & The amount of $40.61 was due Trust 
Funds at year end. 


SURPLUS wows The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $25,433.81 at the year end, a decrease of 
$313.68 as compared with the preceding year. This de- 
crease was occasioned principally by transfers from 
surplus to the departmental operations. 


ERs LEN taka dees Trust fund principals amounted to 
$1,100.00 while unexpended income totaled $442.33 at 
the year end. These were represented by time deposits 
and other investments. 


Revenue Sharing Funds amounting to $2,008.18 were 
received from the State of Maine and applied to reduction 
of the tax rate. Revenue Sharing Funds amounting to 
$4,337.00 were received from the Federal Government 
and were invested in a time deposit pending allocation by 
the Townspeople. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1973, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, Section 
5253, Revised Statutes of 1964, and at your request, the 
financial records of the Town of Freedom have been 
audited for the municipal year ended January 31, 1974. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report to- 
gether with the audit procedural form prescribed by the 
state auditor for governmental audits in accordance with 
statutory requirements have been forwarded to the State 
Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited gen- 
eral audit and performed in accordance with standards 
established by the State Department of Audit and by the 
National Committee on Governmental Accounting. Audit 
analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding 
year and included all procedures considered necessary. 


Transaction effecting Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 
were examined in accordance with the “Audit Guide and 
Standards for Revenue Sharing Recipients” issued by the 
Office of Revenue Sharing, U. S. Department of the 
Treasury. 
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Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear 
to have been appropriately handled, with such exceptions 
as may be noted in the accompanying comments.

COMMENTS 
February 1, 1973 to January 31, 1974 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various Town Officers of the Town of Freedom has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 1974. 


The examination included a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following comments, 
exhibits and supporting schedules. 


ASSETS........ The general fund cash balance of $16,982.91 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors 
Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds of $1,667.90 were invested in a time deposit. 


44 ANNUAL REPORT 


Taxes receivable of $5,506.71 represented the un- 
collected balance of the 1973 commitment in the amount 
of $5,261.00 and a balance of $245.71 remaining uncol- 
lected on prior years commitments. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to 
$919.45 and $323.36 at the year end. 


TIASIGETIEG: 65 Notes payable issued during the year 
amounted to $7,822.00 for purchase of a new truck. 


SURPLUSEH is The unappropriated surplus of the Town 
amounted to $19,888.28 at the year end, a decrease of 
$5,545.53 as compared with the preceding year. This 
decrease was occasioned principally by notes issued and 
transfers from surplus to departmental operations. 


TRUS DI PUNDS:.c es. Trust fund principals amounted to 
$1,100.00 while unexpended income totaled $463.37 at 
the year end. Those were represented by time deposits 
and other investments. 


Revenue sharing funds amounting to $2,592.31 were 
received from the State of Maine and applied to reduc- 
tion of the tax rate. Revenue sharing funds amounting 
to $8,944.90 were available from the Federal Govern- 
ment and $7,277.00 expended for authorized purposes. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1974, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
